St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—Lieutenant 
General Stoessel has been condemned 
to death by a military court for the 
surrender of Port Arthur to the Japa­ 
nese. 
General Fork, who commanded the 
Fourth Fast Siberian division of Port 
Arthur, was ordered reprimanded for 
a disciplinary offense, f hich was not 
connected with the surrender, and 
General Smirnoff, acting commander 
of the fortress, and Major General 
Reiss, chief of staff to General Stoes­ 
sel, were acquitted of the charges 
against them for lack of proof. 
The 
court recommended that the death 
sentence 
upon 
Lieutenant 
General 
Stoessel be commuted to ten years* 
imprisonment in a fortress and that 
he be excluded from the service. 
General 
Vador, 
president of 
the 
court, 
read 
the sentences 
amid 
a 
tense silence. 
By a great effort of sell 
control, General Stoessel maintained 
a rigid soldierlike impassivity. 
Gen­ 
eral Smiinoff also was seemingly un­ 
moved. but there were tears in the 
•yes of General Reiss. 
The sentence of death was pro­ 
nounced upon General Stoessel, “for 
surrendering the fortress before all 
the means of defense had been ex­ 
hausted; for failing to enforce his au­ 
thority, and for military misdemean­ 
ors.” 
Commutation of the sentence was 
asked on the ground that “Port Ar­ 
thur, beset by overwhelming forces, 
defended itself under General Stoes- 
s e l’s 
leadership 
with 
unexampled 
stubbornness and filled the world with 
astonishment at the heroic courage of 
its garrison; that several assaults had 
been repulsed with tremendous losses 
on the part of the enemy; that Gen­ 
eral Stoessel throughout the siege had 
maintained Hie heroic courage of the 
def< nderr, and finally, that he had 
taken energetic part In three cam­ 
paigns.” 


Precautions Against a Demonstration. 
Before the sentence was read meas- 
pre- were taken to prevent a demon­ 
stration in favor of Stoessel by a num­ 
ber of the younger officers and wit­ 
nesses w h o were present. These later 
sent a dispatch to the empress saying 
lhat they would humbly hear tesii 
mony that General Stoessel wa3 the 
soul of the defense of I’ort Arthur; 
that he had always encouraged and 
put heart into the garrison and that in 
case of war they would wish to serve 
again under such .a hero. 
They asked 
the empress graciously to bespeak 
from the emperor a full pardon. 
There was a dramatic moment after 
the reading of The sentence, when a 
detachment of soldiers filed into tlie 
hall. 
The spectators, thinking that 
they were about 
to seize General 
Stoessel. iisplayed great excitement, 
several women fainting, 
it developed, 
however, that this was merely a guard 
for the dispersal of the court. 
Gen­ 
eral Stoessel, who was accompanied 
by his son, was the object of a sym­ 
pathetic demonstration, friends kiss­ 
ing and shaking him by the hand, as 
he left the court leaning on his son’s 
shoulder.

The passing of the sentence of death 
upon General Stoessel is a harsh and 
tragic e iding of the career of this 
Russian commander, who throe year-, 
ago was acclaimed around the world 
as iht ‘i ro of Port Arthur.”

ored by the Russian army for his gal­ 
lant defenFv* of the Port Arthur fort­ 
ress, has now been tried and found 
wanting in courage and capability by 
bis own people and sentenced to give 
up his life to the fetish of army pres­ 
tige.

a general reduction in ihe wages of 
their 
employes. 
Such 
apprehension 
Is practically groundless. Information 
which has reached the interstate com­ 
merce commission, particularly, and 
other officials of the government who 
have a direct or Indirect Interest In 
industrial and railway matters, indi­ 
cate clearly that there la no concerted 
action on the part of the American 
railways to make general changes In 
their wage scale at this time or in the 
near future. 
Instances of postponed 
readjustment of wage scales are cited

Chicago, Feb. 21.—Judge Ball of the 
superior court dissolved the injunc­ 
tion secured last October by Stuy­ 
vesant Fish by virtue of which the 
Harriman 
interests were restrained 
from voting 
281,231 
shares 
of the 
capital stock of the Illinois Central 
railroad at the annual m eeting of the 
company. 
T he theory on which coun­ 
sel for Mr. Fish based their argu­ 
ments in support of the injunction— 
that it was contrary to the law's and 
public policy of the state of Illinois to 
allow foreign corporations to own and 
vote the stock of domestic corpora­ 
tions— was denied by the court. 
Under the ruling of the court the 
previously enjoined stock, which is 
held by the Union Pacific Railroad 
company and by the Railroad Securi­ 
ties Company of New Jersey, can be 
voted at the annual m eeting of the 
Illinois Central, which is to be held 
in this city on March 2. 
There is no appeal from the decision 
handed down by Judge Ball, but it is 
considered probable that Mr. Fish will 
take further legal steps to regain pos­ 
session of the Illinois Central.

Mr. Tighe states that he is ready and 
j willing to sell the plant to the city and 
is taking a friendly attitude in regard

th at the state law* is more explicit than 
(the ordinance in the m atter. 
The form­ 
er "provides that three appraisers be 
appointed by the district judge while 
the ordinance provides th at the w ater 
company may appoint one, the city one 
and the two a third, while in the event 
of the representatives of the city and 
of the w ater company failed to agree 
on a man the judge of the district court 
shall appoint the third man. 
Mr. Tighe was in consultation with 
the municipal ownership committee of 
the city council this forenoon and he 
and City A ttorney Folk spent some 
time looking up the law in the case. A 
proposition to condemn the w ater plant 
would, it is stated, have to he passed 
by the city council by two thirds vote, 
then a commission or board of arb itra­ 
tion would have to be apjxiinted, and 
after their report the question of the 
purchase or taking over of the plant at 
the appraised price would have to be 
voted upon by the people at a regular 
or s{>ecial election. 
All conferences between Mr. Tighe 
and the city officials and citizens have 
; been entirely informal and as yet it is 
too early in the negotiations to make 
even a guess at the outcome.

The attention of producers and d e a l-, 
ers in eggs is called to the provisions 
of Chapter 384, General Laws 1907, 
which provide th a t “ No person shall 
deal in or sell for use as food any filthy, 
decomposed, diseased or otherwise un­ 
wholesome food or dairy 
products, 
either in a natural state or in any man­ 
ufactured,- mixed or prepared condi­ 
tion, e tc .” 
Violators of this law are 
liable to a fine of $50.00 or imprison­ 
m ent for sixty days. 
All producers are warned not to offer 
eggs for sale which are not fresh and j 
wholesome, and all dealers who buy or 
deal in stale or rotten eggs will be pro­ 
secuted. 
The attention of cream producers and 
cream buyers is also called to the pro­ 
visions of the law. 
This departm ent will enforce this 
law with special reference to the sale 
of the above mentioned food articles, 
and prosecutions will follow against of­ 
fenders w herever evidence can be ob­ 
tained.

FARM, HOME AND GARDEN 


At this time of the year there is much 
that can be done to get in readiness for 
the rush of spring’s work. There are 
many little things which can be done 
as easily now as later and save the time 
When it is of more importance. One 
thing that every farmer should do is to 
clean and oil his harnesses. If a har­ 
ness is given a good cleaning and oiling 
once or twice a year it will add greatly 
to its durability. 
If the leather is 
kept flexible it will not strain the 
stitches nearly so much and there will 
be much less ripping. The oil also 
keeps the sweat from the horses pene­ 
trating the leather and rotting it. 
There are also lots of small jobs of 
tinkering on farm machinery that can 
be done as well on the warm days of 
winter as after spring opens. It is a 
very good plan to look all the imple­ 
ments over and see what is needed. A 
little foresight in that way will often 
save a trip to the city in a busy sea­ 
son, or avoid the delay of sending to 
the factory for a defective part just 
when the machine is needed worst.

Are you keeping a careful eye on 
your farm animals, so as to know which 
ones are paying for their keep? Every 
animal kept should pay its board in 
growth, in the production of milk or 
young or in present or prospective ser­ 
vice. It is poor policy to keep board­ 
ers who do not pay. 
—o— 
It is doubtful if many Crow Wing 
farmers or poultry raisers are aware of 
the fact that they are liable to prose­ 
cution if they sell stale eggs. The 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner of 
Minnesota has issued the following: 


WARNING 
To Whom It May Concern: 
The attention of producers and deal­ 
ers in eggs is called to the provisions 
of Chapter 384, General Laws 1907, 
which provide that "No person shall 
deal in or sell for use as food any filthy, 
decomposed, diseased or otherwise un­ 
wholesome food or dairy 
products, 
either in a natural state or in any man­ 
ufactured,* mixed or prepared condi­ 
tion, etc." Violators of this law are 
liable to a fine of $50.00 or imprison­ 
ment for sixty days. 
All producers are warned not to offer 
eggs for sale which are not fresh and 
wholesome, and all dealers who buy or 
deal in stale or rotten eggs will be pro­ 
secuted. 
The attention of cream producers and 
cream buyers is also called to the pro­ 
visions of the law. 
This department will enforce this 
law with special reference to the sale 
of the above mentioned food articles, 
and prosecutions will follow against of­ 
fenders wherever evidence can be ob­ 
tained.

The origin of the fleur-de-lis Is still 
an unsettled question. There are many 
theories, but no two of them agree. 
One makes the emblem originate with 
Clovis I., another with Louis VII., an­ 
other with one of the German kings 
of the twelfth century and still anoth­ 
er with the Romans. 
All that is defi­

twelfth century the fleur-de-lis has 
been employed as 
the emblem 
of

lily given by the angel to Clovis at his 
baptism. Another theory is that It was 
adopted by Louis VII. in allusion to 
his name, Louis Florus.

Big Battleships Arriv e Safely at Pe­ 
ruv ian Po rt. 
Callao, Fel>. 21.—T he American b at­ 
tleships under Rear Admiral Evans, 
looking clean, trim and powerful In 
tho tropical sun, came to anchor In 
this port. 
The b ooming of salutes an­ 
nounced the arrival of the fleet, b ut 
there was no need to send out sig­ 
nals, for every resident of Callao and 
*reat crowds from Lima, that stands 
b ack on the hills, had awaPed with 
expectancy the first glimpse of the ad­ 
vancing column. 
Callao was In holiday array, wish­ 
ing to show that Peruvian hospitality

down the b ay on excursion steamers 
and cheered the American rnen-of war. 
The Peruvian cruiser Caronel Bo 
lognesl, b earing the first official wel 
come to the fleet, joined the Ameri 
can vessels 2 5 0 miles to thr» south 
wnrd and acted as an escort up the 
coast. 
She led the way into the ha r ­ 
b or with the flagship of the fleet close 
b eside, and soon the sound of gun.« 
ga \ e notice that the American sail 
ors were the repub lic’s guests. 
T he only regrettab le feature of thr 
e n tertainm ents arranged in honor ol 
the visitors Is the fact that the com 
mander himself, Rear Admiral Evans, 
will not b e ab le to attend.

stated that Admiral Evans, who has 
b een suffering almost 
from the b e 
ginning of the voyage from theunia 
tlsm, was slightly b etter, b ut he does 
not feel that he should now risk the 
danger of coming ashore. 
Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas 
comm ander of ‘b e Second squadron, 
will represent him at the official eere 
monies nttendant upon the visit, b ut 
Rear Admiral Evans is still the com 
mander of the fleet.

Washing to n Declared, Lay Secret o f

Ur. William M. Starr, oldest citizen 
;>f the District of Columb ia, who re 
centlj died at Washington from cys 
Litis, lived to Ik* 101 years old uud told 
how lie did It. 
Dr. Starr had a varied career. 
He 
was b orn on what was afterw ard the 
b attleheld of Bull Run, In 
Virginia 
lie traveled extensively iu the west, 
where he hiiiit and sold log cab ins 
1 hen he b ecame a miner in California 
iu 1MU, a planter in Louisiana, a sol 
iier iu the Confederate army an i eud 
ed his days as u medical b otanist in 
Washington. 
Dr. Starr never had the services of 
a physician until his last illness, when 
he was attended b y Dr. J. 1 1 . Waring 
>f Washington. 
“ Longevity is assured every one If 
he will treat his stomach decently,” 
*akl Dr. Starr In explaining his long 
life. 
“That Is the treatm ent I have 
accorded mine since 1 was fourteen 
years old. 
Here are a few of my 
simple rules, to which I attrib ute the 
years that have passed over my head 
without leaving the marks I see upon 
many younger men arouud me: 
“ I never ate as much as 1 could cat 
in my entire life. 
“ 1 never drank intoxicants of any 
kind. 
“ 1 have never used tob acco in any 
form. 
“ 1 have never taken n ore than half 
a glass of Ice w ater at once. 
*1 never drank ice w ater a fter meals, 
thus paralyzing the digestive organs. 
“ I have never goue iu water ab ove 
my head. A muu's head has no more 
b usiness under the water than a fish 
has out of it. 
“ I only learned what foods were In­ 
jurious and those which assisted nature 
iu Its work. 
I always avoided the 
former. 
“ I b ave never remained in a draft 
when overheated. 
“ 1 eat only two meals a d a y —at 8 a. 
in. and 4 p. m.” 
A short time b efore his death Dr. 
Starr said: 
“ For more than thirty years I have 
followed a regular programme. 
1 re­ 
tire early, rise a little b efore 8 and eat 
i light b reakfast. 
For the morning 
meal I generally order two scramb led 
eggs, b read and b utter, mashed pota­ 
toes and stale b read and milk. 
The 
menu for the afternoon meal, taken at 
4 o’clock, is practically the same, with 
the addition of lean meats, tomatoes, 
prunes or apple sauce. 
I eat b ut two 
meals a day. 
I drink no water with 
my 
food. 
Under 
no circumstances 
would I take a glass of Ice water. 
Ice 
w ater poured into the stomach at meal­ 
time simply stops digestion until the 
water b ecomes the temperature of the 
b lood. 
“ A large part of the human family 
dig their own graves with their teeth. 
They eat what they should not, they 
eat when they should not, and they eat 
more than they should ttiul then ex­ 
pect some doctor with poisonous medi­ 
cines to keep them in health. 
Every­ 
thing you eat, drink or chew is either 
a b enefit or an injury to you. 
Remem­ 
b er that. 
Whitt not to eat is just as 
important as w hat to eat. 
“ Investigation lias taught me that if 
you would live long you must put on 
the b lacklist all pies and pastry, oat­ 
meal. fat meats <*f every kind, coffee, 
warm b read and In some respects milk. 
Too much milk Is not good for any 
one.”

£VAN8’ FLEET AT CALLAO 


Big Battleships Arrive Safely at Pe* 
ruvian Port. 
Callao, Feb. 21.—The American bat­ 
tleships under Rear Admiral Evans, 
looking clean, trim and powerful in 
tho tropical sun, came to anchor in 
this port. 
T he booming of salutes an­ 
nounced the arrival of the fleet, but 
there was no need to send out sig­ 
nals, for every resident of Callao and 
great crowds from Lima, that stands 
back on the hills, had awaited with 
expectancy the first glim pse of the ad­ 
vancing column. 
Callao was in holiday array, w ish­ 
ing to show that Peruvian hospitality 
was second to none in South Am eri­ 
ca, and many thousands view ed from 
the wharves, the headlands and the 
shills 
in 
the 
harbor, the Imposing 
scene. 
E nthusiastic 
crowds 
went 
down the bay on excursion steam ers 
and cheered the American men-of-war. 
The Peruvian cruiser Caronel Bo- 
lognesi, bearing the first official web 
come to the fleet, joined the Ameri 
can vessels 250 m iles to th e south 
ward and acted as an escort up the 
coast. 
She led the way into the har­ 
bor with the flagship of the fleet close 
beside, and soon the sound of guns 
gave notice that the American sail 
ors were the republic’s guests. 
The only regrettable feature of the 
entertainm ents arranged in honor oi 
the visitors is the fact that the com 
mander him self, Rear Admiral Evans, 
will not be able to attend. 
It was 
stated that Admiral Evans, w ho has 
been suffering alm ost from the be 
ginning of the voyage from iheum a 
tisin, was slightly better, but he does 
not feel that he should now risk the 
danger of com ing ashore. 
Rear Admiral Charles M. Thom as 
commander of fhe Second squadron, 
will represent him at the official cere 
monies attendant upon the visit, but 
Rear Admiral Evans is still the com 
mander of the fleet. 
The battleships will remain here 
probably for ten days and w ill be 
joined 
by the torpedo boat flotilla 
near the close of their stay at Callao.

rhea be becuuie a miner in California 
iii 184b, a planter In Louisiana, a Bul­ 
lier in the Confederate army a n i end 
ed his days us a medical botanist in 
Washington. 
Dr. Starr uever had the services of 
a physician until his last illness, when 
be was attended by Dr. J. H. W aring 
of Washington. 
“Longevity is assured every one if 
be will treat bis stomach decently," 
said Dr. Starr in explaining bis long 
life. 
"That is the treatment I have 
accorded mine since I was fourteen 
years old. 
Here are a few of my 
simple rules, to which I attribute the 
years that have passed over my bead 
without leaving the marks I see upon 
many younger men around me: 
"I never ate as much as I could eat 
in my entire life. 
“I never drank intoxicants of any 
kind. 
“I have never used tobacco in any 
form. 
"I have never taken more than half 
a glass of ice w ater at once. 
"I uever drank ice water after meals, 
thus paralyzing the digestive organs. 
“I have never gone in water above 
my bead. A m an’s head bus no more 
business under the water than a fish 
has out of it.

"I eat only tw o meals a day—at 8 a. 
rn. and 4 p. rn.” 
A short tim e before his death Dr. 
Starr said: 
"For more than thirty years I have 
followed a regular programme. 
I re­ 
tire early, rise a little before 8 and eat 
a light breakfast. 
For the morning 
meal I generally order two scrambled 
eggs, bread and butter, mashed pota­ 
toes and stale bread and milk. 
The 
menu for the afternoon meal, taken at 
4 o’clock, is practically the same, with 
the addition of lean meats, tomatoes, 
irunes or apple sauce. 
I eat but two 
meals a day. 
I drink no water with 
my 
food. 
Under 
no circumstances 
would I take a glass of ice water. 
Ice 
water poured into the stomach at meal­ 
time simply stops digestion until the 
water becomes the temperature of the 
blood. 
“A large part of the human fam ily 
dig their own graves with their teeth. 
They eat what they should not. they 
eat when they should not. and they eat 
more than they should and then ex­ 
pect some doctor w ith poisonous medi­ 
cines to keep them in health. 
Every­ 
thing you eat, drink or chew is either 
a benefit or an injury to you. 
Remem­ 
ber that. 
W hat not to eat is just as 
important as wlnit *o eat. 
"Investigation has taught me that if 
you would live long you must put on 
the blacklist all pies and pastry, oat­ 
meal. fat meats of every kind, coffee, 
warm bread and in some respects milk. 
Too much milk is not good for any 
one.”
